But  as  ii 
emformity  with  the  act  of  1st  of  May  181o 
the  importa.ioii  of  articles  the  growth,  pro 
duce,  or  manufacture  of  the  domiiiinn.s,  co- 
lonies and  dependencies  of  Great  Britain, 
will  be  prohiuited  after  the  2d  day  of  F’e 
briiary  next,  if  tint  nation  shall  not,  before 
that  time,  so  revoke  or  modify  hi  r edirti- 
as  that  they  .shall  cease  to  violate  the  neu- 
tral commerce  of  the  United  States,  some 
provisions  appear  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  the  deficiency  in  ilie  re 
venue  arising  from'  that  cause,  and  of  giv- 
ing to  that  measure  all  the  efficacy  ol  which 
il  is  su.scepliblt. 

The  prob  vblc  defalcation  iu  the  revemie 
canrot,  for  obvious  reasons,  be  at  this  time 
■'timated  with  anv  degree  of  precision. — 
The  experience  of  the  ensuing  year  cair  a- 
loiie  aff  n-d  sufficient -data  for  a permanent 
and  detaiii'd  plan  adapted  to  that  state  of 
things,  and  calculated  to  ensure  porse- 
voraiice  in  the  system  as  long  as  maybe 
thought  proper.  But  in  the  mean  while, 
it  appears  essential  to  lay  the  foundation 
uf  such  plan  and  to  guard  in  time  against 
any  great  deficit  in  the  receipts  of  the 
year  1812.  It  is  believed  that  under  exist- 
ingcirciimstaiices  it  would  be  sufficient  to 
render  those  receipts  equal  or  nearly  equal 
tothe  current  expenditure,  including  there- 
in the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  and  es- 
timated at  about  eight  millions  cf  dollars ; 
And  with  a view,  to  that  object,  a coii'id- 
erable  and  immediate  increase  of  the  pre- 
sent duties  on  importations  is  respectfully 
suggested. 

It  is  not  less  important  that  the  act  should 
be  free  of  legal  difficulties  and  of  well  fotin 
(led  objections,  and  that  it  should  be  enfor- 
ced by  every  praclicable  means.  Oil  that 
subject  the  following  observations  are  sub- 
mitted. 

1.  The  law  of  1st  May,  1810,  has  nei- 
ther expressly  defined  the  edicts,  the  re- 
vocation of  which  is  expected,  nor  made  a 
notification  by  the  Fresideiit  the  evidence 
and  sole  evidence  of  the  f.ict.  It  follows 
that  in  case  of  an  unsatisfactory  modifica- 
tion of  her  edicts  by  Ore  it  Britain,  the  de- 
cision cf  the  question  itself,  whether  the 
non-imp  'rtation  be  actually  in  force  or  not 
will  be  left  to  the  courts,  whence  delays 
and  embarrassmeivts  will  arise  which  willj 
considerably  impede  the  operation  of  the 
law, 

2d.  Tne  non-importation  is  to  take  place 
on  the  2d  day  of  February  next,  if  a re 
vocation  shall  not  have  taken  place  before 
that  day.  But  this  may  have  taken  pi  ,ce 
and  not  be  known  on  tliat  day  in  the  Uni- 
ted States.  If  the  Collectors  abstn in  from 
seizing  merchandise  imported  after  that 
day,  until  the  fact  shall  have  been  ascer- 
tained and  the  edicts  shall  not  have  been 
revoked,  the  merchandise  will  escape  for- 
feiture and  the  law  during  that  period  will 
be  inoperative.  If  they  seize  and  the  edicts 
shall  have  been  revoked,  the  seizures  will 
have  been  illegal,  and  the  collectors  liable 
to  personal  suits.  'This  Incorvcnience  m.vy 
be  remedied  by  a provision,  directing,  that 
during  that  period  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  collectors  to  make  seizures,  but  that 
the  goods  shall  be  restored  to  the  panics 
on  their  giving  bond  with  su’  eties  for  the 
value. 

3.  No  exception  has  been  made  by  the 
act  in  favor  of  vessels  which  have  sailed 
for  the  British  Blast  Indies  prior  to  the 
President’s  proclamation;  and  the  short 
period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of 
that  proclamation  to  the  day  when  the  law 
is  to  take  effect  will  occasion  forfeitures  or 
heavy  losses  in  cases  of  bona  fide  Ameri- 
can properly  in  England  paid  fur  or  order- 
ed prior  to  the  proclamation.  It  seems  in 
every  point  of  view  eligible  that  cases 
clearly  foreseen  should  be  provided  for  by 
law,  instead'of  being  left'to  executive  dis- 
cretion. 

4.  It  is  believed  that  an  abandonment 
by  the  United  States  of  their  shave  of  the 
penalties  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  in- 
curred, and  the  distribution  of  these,  ac- 
cording to  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
amongst  the  collectors,  the  other  custom- 
house officers,  the  inspectors  who  hereto- 
fore have  had  no  share,  and  the  informers, 
would  ensure  a greater  degree  of  zeal  and 
vigilance  in  detecting  and  preventing  in- 
fractions of  the  law. 

5.  Some  additional  provisions  will  be  ne- 

cessary to  enforce  the  law  on  tile  northern 
frontier  of  the  Lbiited  States,  amongst 
which  may  he  reckoned ; the  ertetnn  of 
some  new  collection  districts,  particularly 
on  the  river  St.  Lawrence  and  in  the  eas- 
tern part  of  the  state  of  Vermont ; an  in- 
crease of  salary  to  the  collectors  in  that 
quarter,  in-as-murh  as  under  the  non-im- 
portation, that  part  of  their  cotnpensaiinn 
which  is  derived  from  fees,  will  he  coasi 
derably  reduced ; and  that  which  arises 
from  cominissioiis  altogether  lost:  And  an 

authority  to  the  armed  force  of  the  United 
States  U)  make  seizures.  Afid  it  may  be 
added,  that  the  peculiar  situation  of  those 
districts  will  render  condemnations  ex 
tremely  difficult,  unless  the  obligation  bo 
imposed  on  persons  claiming  merchandise 
seized  there  to  prove  that  the  same  was 
legally  imported.

Mr.  S/.ijfey  icmarked  lliat  the  in* 
terruptiou  of  commerce  to  the  P.:i!tic  had' 
given  u spring  to  jhe  cul’iire  of  hemp  ia 
this  eoimtry,  which  wonld  be  iiioch  relax- 
ed it  that  commerce  should  be  opened.  He 
was,  he  said,  one  of  liiose  who  .alwav-s 
considered  the  encouragement  of  agricul- 
ture as  one  of  the  fii  .-t  objects  of  a good 
governiiieiit.  He  therefeie  jiroposed,  witli 
a view  to  ascertum  how  far  it  w.is  proper 
to  encourage  the  culture  of  hemp,  to  offer 
a resolution  to  enquire  into  the  subject, 
lie  did  not  know  how  far  it  would  be  proper 
to  adopt  the  measure  wliich  he  contemiila- 
ted  ; he  vvas  not  advised  wlietlicr  the  cul- 
luru  in  the  United  States  was  sufficient 
for  the  consumption.

We  dispense  with  the  addresses  of 
Governor  Skipwjth,  to  the  inhahitaiUs 
and  Legislature  of  the  province.  These 
addresses,  are  however,  by  no  nieai.s 
destiure  of  merit,  as  they  relate  to  the 
nternal  regul.dions  oftliis  Govenimenl, 
and  breathe  also  a wish  to  be  attached 
to  the  United  States.  How  far  his  sub- 
se.|uent  conduct  'may  have  correspon 
(led  with  these  professions,  we  are  not 
prepared  to  dctcrmit.e  ; we  have  Icartil, 
liowcvcr.  that  on  the  arrival  of  Gov. 
Glaiborne,  there  weic  objections  made 
to  his  taking  possession  ot  the  province, 
under  the  Froclaniation  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  Stales.  The  reason 
of  the  objection,  v.ehuve  understood  to 
be,  no  [M'ov.sion  being  maJe  by  the  U. 
Slates  for  tlie  payniem  of  the  debt  con- 
tracted ill  the  recent  cliange  of  goveiii- 
nient,  which  lias  taken  place  in  that 
province  ; althcuirh  it  must  have  been 
obvious  to  every  person,  that  governor 
LhiT'oi nc.  nay  even  tiic  executive  of 
t.te  United  States,  was  not  authorised  to 
enter  into  any  obligition,  or  stipulation 
upon  this  question;  yet  we  iindBrstand 
tliat  it  was  insisted  upon  as  the  sine  qua 
non  ol  a delivery  of  the  country. 

They  have,  hovve  .er,  vve  le»r.i,  aban- 
doned theii  ground,  and  that  the  forces 
of  the  Lniicfl  Slates  are  in  peace. iblc 
possession  of  the  Western  part  of  Flo- 
riaa.

And  now  I feel  ashamed  to  teli  you 
what  it  is  ; blit,  indeed,  sir,  it  presses 
my  mind  so  hard,  and  appears  to  be  so 
r.iucli  a duty  to  myself  and  family,  that 
I must  reveal  it.  Now,  sir,  you  must 
know  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  me, 
your  honored  father  would  have  died  in 
the  road.  At  the  moment  !ie  fell,  1 
was  just  going  to  sit  down  to  as  line  a 
roasted  spare  rib  «s  ever  was  set  upon 
any  man’s  table,  in  the  state  of  Connec- 
ticut. This  is  true,  sir,  and  if  you  don’t 
believe,  it  as  good  a one  as  ever  was 
coollcd  vou  may  ask  my  wife,  and  she 
will  testify  it.  Now  sir,  I left  this  ex- 
cellent warm  spare  lib,  and  ran  to  ynir 
father’s  relief.

The  diffusion  of  political  informa- 
tion i.s  .'ll!  object  of  the  first  inagnitudc 
in  a free  govcinineni.  KfXt  to  the  promotion 
of  virtue,  it  is  artle.itlv  and  i-.erseveringly  to  he 
sought  after  i.nd  cultivated-  An  ignorant,  ho 
less  than  a vicious  people  cannot  long  he  free. 
To  preserve,  unimpaired,  onr  liberties-r-to 
perpetuate  our  republican  instilulions,  it  is  in- 
dispensible  that  the  torch  oftrut'i  should  en- 
lighten  ns,  as  well  as  that  virtue  should  mould 
our  hearts.  I'  is  on  this  jirincipie  that  a fuee 
PRESS  becomes  so  very  important  to  a free 
PEOPLE.  In  vain  does  ambition  meditate  the 
subjection  of  the  |>eople,or  tyraimy  decree  for 
them  the  chains  of  servitude,  where  truth  flash- 
es abroad  its  sacred  illuminations,  ami  where 
men  yield  themselves  to  ils  superior  influence 
and  direction.  To  effect  tliis  design  shall  be  a 
prime  concern  in  the  publication  of  the  Ame- 
KiCAW  Statesman.  An  open  and  unre- 
served communication  of  every  species  of  po- 
litical intelligence  deemed  importarl  I o tliepeo- 
pie  shall  he  a ruling  principle  i',  cimdiicting 
this  paper.  Thepunlic.  a:-e  en'.iiieil  to  a lull 
st.atemcnt  of  national  affairs,  t!ie  operation  of 
overnment,  and  the  political  standing  of  llie 
country  ; ami  it  becomes  the  imperative  duty 
of  a newspaper  editor  to  give  it.  This,  I hope, 
shall  he  faithfully  done.  But,  in  (lerfurming 
our  editorial  functions,  it  shall  ever  be  our  care 
to  let  moderation  and  a calm  dispassionate 
manne  r cliaracterizc  our  whole  conduct.  To 
conciliate,  not  to  irritate — to  enlighten,  not  to 
misleait,  shall  be  the  cliaracter  of  this  paper — 
When  the  Press  is  otherwise  employed  it  be- 
comes the  Instrument  of e.xtensivc  injury  to  so- 
ciety— iis  ciul  is  subverted — the  impression  of 
its  d'giiity  is  lost — it  is  the  curse  of  human  kind. 
I'hough  this  journal  will  be  principally  devo- 
ted to  politics,  still  our  columns  shall  be  open 
for  tls:  in.vci  tion  of  every  species  of  useful  in 
telligence,  and  for  temperate  discussions  on  ev- 
ery important  subject- 

It  will  be  asked,  and  the  public  have  a right 
to  ask,  ” what  areyour  politics  ?”  After  re- 
lating an  anecdote  I will  answer  the  enquiry. 
•At  a time  when  it  became  fashionable  w ith  a 
cert  lin  class  of  citizens  to  slander  and  vilify 
the  renowned  \V.VSHINGTON,  the  late  Pat- 
rick I lenry,  being  asked  for  his  opinion  of  that 
great  man,  c.xpi-csscd  himself  thus  : — “ He  is 
the  greatest  as  well  as  the  best  of  men.  AVhen 
be  dies  a well-cxecuteil  historical  monument 
slioiild  be  erected  over  bis  tomb.  And  to  thi 
coiiiecrated  spot,"  added  he,  with  a glow  of 
generous  enthusiasm,  “ the  American  youth 
should  ever. repair  to  learn  virtue  ami  patriotism" 
To  such  a monument  we  have  not,  indeed,  ac. 
ccss  ; but  history  has  reared  a lasting  menu 
ment  toliis  fame,  and  to  that  ue  can  resort  for 
sol.andable  a purpose.  I am  fearless  then  to 
answer,  that,  as  a young  man,  1 have  fi#»ied 
my  politics  on  the  V/ssHi  nCton  model ; and, 
as  an  editor,  1 mean  to  devote  my  paper  to  the 
inculcatkiii  of  those  wholesome  principles, 
those  sound  practical  doctrines  which  once  an- 
imatetl  the  policy,  and  which  now  adorn  the 
writings  anil  hallow  the  history  of  that  end 
nent  statesman.  In  follow  ing  a man  who  made 
a thousand  saerifires  to  serve  his  country,  who 
embarked  his  all  in  her  cause,  and  who,  by  a 
dignifieil  retreat  from  the  caresses  of  a devo- 
ted army  attlie  close  of  the  war,  shewed  the 
world  that  the  love  of  country,  not  a wish  for 
personal  aggrandizement,  was  the  sublime  mo- 
tive which  gm  erned  his  actions,  I shall,  I flat- 
ter iny.self,  act  more  correctly,  as  well  as  more 
safely,  than  I should  by  pursuing  the  principles 
and  llieories  ofjxililical  experimenters  and  vi- 
sionary philosophers.  And  Ido  not  hesitate  to 
leclire  it  to  be  my  opinion,  tliat  if  our  country 
■s  fated  to  ruin,  its  overthrow  will  ultimately 
be  effected  by  exchanging  the  s.alutary  ma.x- 
ims  and  solid  doctrines  cttlie  VV  ashi  ncton 
School,  for  the  crude  notions  and  novel  opin- 
ions of  mere  theorisls  in  politics.  Whenever 
a nation  ceases  to  be  governed  in  her  policy  by 
such  principles,  and  urges  her  precious  bark 
on  the  dangerous  tide  of  experiment  and  con 
jectural  essay,  the  destruction  of  her  liberty 
cannot  be  remote.  Of  ibis,  alas  ! we  have 

done  but  too  mucli  iilreadv,  and  atthis  moment 
we  bear  the  scars  of  our  folly  thick  upon  us. — 
It  is  high  time  we  should  return  to  those  hap- 
py principles,  those  tried  measures  which  once 
raised  us  to  a proud  and  envied  pre-eminence 
in  the  scale  of  nations.
